HH own appointees into places taken 
out from under civil service. 


Of the jobs to bo surveyed, 06,- 


000 are in the United States and 
68,000 are overseas. 


Chairman Philip Young of the 


Civil Service Commission said ear- 
lier this week il was impossible lo 
say at this time just how many 
of the 134,000 jobs would 
be 
af- 


fected by the Eisenhower 
order, 


but he left no doubt 
Ihe 
lotai 


would be several Ihousands. 


Young estimated, for 
example, 


that possibly 1,600 of a tolal of 
8,000 governrnenl attorneys in the 
overall group b e i n g

might be let out.
